LOUBET FRIENDLY TO AMERICA 

The President ef the Preach Hepablle 
Hives Hxpresslon te His Sentiment*. 

Paris.—President Lonbet has given 
expression to bis warm sympathy for 
Americans on the occasion of an audi¬ 
ence which ha granted to M. P. E. 
Pelxotto, who, aa chairman of the 
advisory committee of the American 
Bxpoation Commisaion, conveyed the 
thanks and warm appreciation of the 
Americans who have been decorated 
with the Cross of the Legion of Honor. 
In replying, M. Loubet highly praised 
the part which the United States took 
in the exposition, and spoke of the 
sacred tie uniting the two countries. 
He expressed his deep conviction that 
the closest friendship would ever 
characterize their relations. He in¬ 
stanced China, where, the President 
said, he was most happy to see France 
and the United States were constantly 
in harmony^ and in accord with their 
mutual traditional friend, Russia. 
Concluding, the President said that 
none more fully merited the honor nor 
were more welcome to the Legion of 
Honor than the American recipients. 

To Form a National GoologUt League. 

Stanford University. — The Geology 
Society of the university has under¬ 
taken the organization of a national 
league of geologists to be known as 
the Geological Society of American 
Universities. With this end in view a 
letter and constitution has been pre¬ 
pared and sent to the department of 
geology and mining of the University 
of Wisconsin, Lehigh University, Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan, University of Chi¬ 
cago, University of Minnesota, Cornell, 
Columbia, Yale, Harvard, California, 
Johns-Hopkins and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

The Geological Society at Stanford is 
one of the strongest organizations in 
the university. Membership is consid¬ 
ered a distinction, as only the best men 
in the department are chosen, the 
qualification being one of high scholar¬ 
ship.

It is authoritatively announced that 
Speyer & Co. have purchased the total 
amount of Mexican national stock and 
income bondholdings of the Mexican 
National Construction Company. 

The official organ of the Russian Minis¬ 
try of Finance threatens that Russia will 
make strict reprisals in case of any 
raising of duties by German on Russian 
products. 

Troop H, Sixth Cavalry, stationed 
at Boise barracks, has received orders 
1 to leave for San Francisco at once, en 
route to the Philippines. It is under¬ 
stood that the entire regiment will be 
brought together in the Philippines. 

Harvard and Y’ale have challenged 
Oxford and Cambridge for a regular 
set of track games, to be held in New 
York during the early part of next 
July. The challenge was sent last 
week, and an answer by cable is ex¬ 
pected in a few days. 

The National Forestry Association 
has notified the Colorado Springs 
Chamber of Commerce from Washing¬ 
ton that the meeting of the association 
for 1901 will be held in Denver in 
July. It will be at the same tme that 
the National Irrigation Congress is in 
session there. 

The London Daily Mail reports an 
enormous increase in the number of 
desertions at Aldershot, especially 
from the cavalry. It attributes this 
condition of things to the inadequate 
pay and to resentment in view of the 
fact that the Yeomanry get 6 shillings 
per day and the cavalry only 1 shil¬ 
ling. 

There is a movement on foot among 
German women to issuo a gigantic pro¬ 
test against the threatened increase of 
agricultural duties, as rendering the 
necessaries of life much higher, es¬ 
pecially for the poorer classes, which 
oompriae 87 per cent of the whole na¬ 
tion. Tbo call Issued at Dresden by 
the most noted women leaders has al¬ 
ready received millions of signatures. 

Lord Salisbury, that he may take ex¬ 
ercise in London, has obtained King 
Edward’s permission to ride the bi¬ 
cycle in the grounds of Buckingham 
Palace. Every morning he goes along 
the; public thoroughfare from his res¬ 
idence in Arlington street to the 
palace. The Premier is unattended 
save by his daughter, Lady Gwendolin 
Cecil, who also rides the wheel. 

The Municipal Council of Venice 
offers a reward of 20,000 lire to any 
Italian or foreign navigator who may 
rescue Connt Franco Quirini and the 
Norwegian sailor who disappeared from 
the exploring party of the Duke of 
Abruzzi during hia Arctic expedition 
in the Stella Polara. A reward of 6000 
lire is offered to any one who famishes 
definite news as to the fate of the 
missing man. 

The Hawaiian Legislators has made 
little progress In its work. The House 
has passed tbs bill appropriating for 
the expenses of the session, and it is 
now in the Senate. Tha one concur¬ 
rent resolution that has gone through 
both houses was one providing for a 
joint committee of the two houses to 
investigate the subject of taxation. 
The Senate baa adopted a resolution 
calling on the Governor to send in his 
nominations for Territorial officers, 
which, under the Territorial act, most 
be approved by the Senate. 

A cable from London says: No 
American industry is making more 
rapid strides here than American boots. 
A leading London paper says: “Eng¬ 
lish boot manufacturers must wake up 
if they don’t desire to see the whole of 
their home and colonial trade pass into 
the hands of their American rivals. 
In Mayfair as well as in the East End 
preference for American boots is being 
plainly demonstrated. Last year the 
value of American boots and shoes im¬ 
ported into England was $4,819,015, 
against $3,871,285 in the preceding 
year. 

Rapid Growth of Germany'* Population. 

Washington.—The Census Office has 
received through the State Depart¬ 
ment a consular report on the popula¬ 
tion of the German empire and its 
changes during the past century. The 
population is now about 56.000,000, 
larger than that of any country in 
Europe, except Russia, which has in 
Europe alone over 106,000,000 subjects. 
Since 1871, when the modern German 
empire was organized, the poulation of 
Germany has increased about 35 per 
cent, a growth extremely rapid for an 
old country and for one sending out 
large and steady streams of emigrants. 
The Germans feel a natural pride in 
the rapid growth of theiT population, 
says the report, compared with that of 
their riavl across the Rhine. In 1845 
France had about 36,000,000 inhabi¬ 
tants and Germany 34,000,000. Now 
France has about 38,000,000, or only 
two-thirds the number of Germany. 


WIVES NEEDED FOR BRITONS. 

Chamberlain Urge* Women to Go to the 
Colonies and Wed. 

New York.—A cable from London 
says: At a meeting of the British 
Women’s Emigration Society, Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain advocated emi¬ 
gration of women to South Africa. 
Chamberlain said he thought the time 
had arrived when the bulk of Eng¬ 
land’s emigration should go to 
strengthen her own colonies. He 
pointed out that there were over a 
million more women than men in 
Great Britain. The natural result 
was that the extra women were de¬ 
barred from the fullness of life here 
and were jostling one another in the 
struggle for existence. 

On the other band, in the colonies 
the disproportion betwen the male and 
female population was just the reverse. 
In South Africa everything had been 
stopped by war, but he looked forward 
to the speadv return of a better state of 
affairs. When that time came there 
would be, in all human probability, 
an enormous development of that 
country such as South Africa had never 
seen. Great Britain would be sending 
thousands of her best and most ener¬ 
getic men there. It was not too much 
to say, declared Chamberlain, that the 
happiness and comfort of these men 
and the tone of society there would 
depend largely on the emigration of 
women from England. 

TO TEMPER COPPER. 

Northwestern Trio Claim to Have Ills- 
covered the Lott A\rt. 

Seattle, Wash .--Mrs. Carrie Ren- 
strom and her two sons, G. A. Ren- 
strom and R. S. Anderson of this city, 
claim to have discovered the lost art of 
tempering copper to a fineness aDd 
strength superior to the fineBt steel 
Mrs. Itenstrom says that the secret be- 
longs to herself and her two sons and 
she has several knives which hear an 
edge fine and hard enough to cat 
polished iron. 

They have also manufactured a 
copper trolley wheel, which they have 
offered to the Seattle Electric Company 
for a practical test. The ordinary 
wheels used by the company usually 
wear out in about five weeks. An or¬ 
dinary file used on the copper wbeal 
fails to make the slightest impression.! 

Anderson, who is a son of Mrs. Reo- 
strom by a former marriage, made a 
statement about tba discovery. He 
says that some years ago, when they 
lived near Darrington, in Snohomish 
county, he began experimenting with 
copper. He tried to temper it, being 
somewhat of a metallurgist, but failed* 
After one or two unsuccessful attempts 
Mrs. Renstrom joined him in his 
albors. She made an attempt and won 
greater success. He says that all three 
of them then took np the matter. He 
adds that his brother George Renstrom, 
tempered a copper knife by the secret 
process and that it would cut the face 
of a flatiron. Anderson exhibited a 
chisel which he had cast in a local 
fonnrdy. He says he will subject it to 
the secret process, and that with it he 
will then be able to cnt through the 
best armor steel used in a battle-ship. 

Anderson is about 27 years of age. 
He served in the Spanish-American war 
with Company M, First Washington 
Volunteers. 

Raking Was* Africa Habitable. 

London.—An important deputation 
from the Liverpool, Manchester and 
London chambers of commerce had 
an interview with the Colonial Secre¬ 
tary, Mr. Chamberlain, on the subject 
of rendering West Africa more habita¬ 
ble. The delegates secured a promise 
that if the chambers of commerce will 
appoint three bnsineea men the Gov¬ 
ernment will add a representative of 
the Colonial Office and scientific expert 
and pay the expenses ot the whole com¬ 
mission, the duty of which will be to 
inquire into the sanitary conditions of 
West Africa and other matters on 
which depend the prosperity of the 
British colonials situated in that part 
of the world. 


Arrested Japanese Immigrant*. 

Seattle, Wash.—United States Im¬ 
migration Inspector Lavin arrested 
fourteen Japanese who came from Vic¬ 
toria, B. C., by steamer and lodged 
them in jail. The men were healthy 
and bad the funds required by law, but 
were taken before a board of inquiry 
on the ground that they were liable 
to bceome paupers and should be ex¬ 
cluded. The board upheld this view, 
and the Japanese will be at once re¬ 
shipped for British Columbia. The 
inspector says that this is the first 
step toward stemming the recent stroDg 
tide of Japanese pauper.labor. 

Discus* American Kmperor Idea. 

New York.—A cable from London 
says: Astounding though it may seem, 
the afternoon’s papers are seriously 
discussing President Hadley’s imagin¬ 
ary prediction that an emperor will be 
installed in Washington within twenty- 
five years. The best comment is that 
of Sir Henry M. Stanley, the famous 
African explorer, who says: “I pity 
the emperor. I would rather be the 
most common man in the street than 
such an august personage. It already 
requires considerable courage to be 
President.” 


FRENCH GUNS. 


Artillery Which Is Said to Sur¬ 
pass That of Any Other Nation. 

GREAT RAPIDITY OF FIRE ACQUIRED. 

Explosion of Shell* Mechanically Timed, 
and They Can Be Made to Deviate 
to Right or Left. 


New York.—A cable from London 
says: Artillery experiments which 
have just been carired on at Harlleur 
iu the presence of representatives of 
the Ministries of War and Marine, were 
watched with eager attention by the 
foreign military and naval attaches. 
The opinion of experts is that French 
artillery, in precision and rapidity of 
tire, is at present unquestionably in 
advance of all others. 

Secrecy is maintained in regard to 
several technical points of mechanism,; 
but a professional paper gives some 
highly interesting details and results : 
of the experiments. Four guna were! 
tested—the 120-milimetre siege gun, j 
which throws a 47-pound projectile;! 
a new 75-millimetre field gun, with its 
seventeen-pound shrapnel, and two; 
howitzers. The rate of tire of the new J 
field gun atttained the unprecedented 
average of thirty shots in one minute j 
uqd fifty seconds. 

ISven when tired at tins rate, shells' 
do not necessarily fall cm the same 
spot, in spite of the automatic manner 
in which the gun keeps its position. 
By mechanical manipulation of the 
copper cage, which determines the ex¬ 
plosion of the shell, it can be mado to 
burst a little earlier or a little later, | 
and to deviate to the right or left. It 
is possible in this way, without sight¬ 
ing the gun or interfering with therute 
of fire, to dot with shell in zigzag 
fashion a space of ground 300 meters 
square. A single gun, firing almost 
continuously, can thus spread havoc in 
a column of troops. 

Special interest was taken by the ex¬ 
perts in experiments with the field 
howitzers, the utility of which against 
an intrenched enemy, after being con¬ 
tested for a time, is now considered to 
be fully demonstrated. The difficulty j 
of regulating the plunging fire of the 
howitzer has been overcome and abso¬ 
lute accuracy ia now obtainable. 

FRUIT-GROWERS HEAVY LOSERS 

Inadequate Transportation Fnellltlo* 
Held to Bo Retpondble. 

Los Angeles.—The fruit-growers of 
Southern California will lose hundreds 
of thousands of dollars this year by 
the inability of the railroads to handle 
the crop, much of which has already 
gone, and the only question is to fix 
the responsibility for this heavy loss. 

The railroads claim that they have 
operated for the beat interests of the 
sbippers.in only famishing the namber 
of cars that they coold haul, thereby 
at least saving tha growers tba actual 
money that they would have had to 
spend in freight charges, end thereby 
minimizing the actnal loss, while the 
■hippere contend that it was the plain 
duty of the railroad* to furnish more 
power and cars when asked for. From 
all over the citrus fruit region in South¬ 
ern California come indignant pro¬ 
tests against the manner in which tha 
fruit crop has been bandied this year, 
and demands that something be done 
at once to relieve tha pressure before 
further lose resolta. 

Mr. Chase of the Earl Fruit Company 
gaid: Thera had undoubtedly bean de¬ 
lay in handling the shipments of fruit 
from Southern California. There bad 
bven similar trouble in the East, though 
probably not so much aa at present. 
Hia company, he said, had been getting 
its fairj proportion of cars. They had 
not received all the cars at all times as 
they wanted them,but on the whole bad 
done fairly well. While it was true 
that the crop was larger than usual, 
and had ripened perhaps more rapidly 
than was anticipated, still railroads 
handling largo business in this line 
should have made provision for the 
emergencies, and in his opinion there 
was a lack of executive ability some¬ 
where when it was not done. The out¬ 
look was somewhat better than it was 
a few days ago, and he was in hopes 
that the market would soon show an 
improvement. If the market was 
glutted with sound fruit, it would be 
most serious, but the surplus fruit in 
bad condition would soon disappear, 
and they would then know where they 
stood. The president of the Southern 
California Fruit Exchange Company 
said the condition of affairs could not 
be worse than at present, and never had 
been. Cars bad been twelve to four¬ 
teen days on the road Jo Chicago, and 
much of this time they must have been 
lying out “dead” on sidings on the 
way, when the fruit rapidly deterior- 

This was the situation in a nutshell. 
Railroads had not done wbat they 
should, but had constituted themselves 
judges as to what growers should ship 
or not. Much loss bad already resulted, 
and more would follow, unless there 
was something done at once. Just what 
growers could do he did not know, but 
the way they had been treated was noth¬ 
ing short of an outrage. 


Disapproved by the Governor* 

Sacramento.—The Governor has ve¬ 
toed the committee bill making slander 
a misdemeanor, on account of a mis¬ 
take in the numbering of the section of 
the Penal Code it relates to. 

Corlett’s bill appropriating $5000 for 
the purchase of additional land for the 
Veteran’s Home, Yountville, is dis¬ 
approved on the ground that it is not 
necessary. 

Belshaw’s bill appropriting $3046.75 
to pay the claim of Marin county for 
the costs of the trials of prisoners con¬ 
fined in San Quentin prison, is vetoed 
because the claim was not submitted to 
the Board of Examiners for approval. 

Knowland’s bill relating to the con¬ 
trol by the Court over a minor pending 
the hearing and determination of guar¬ 
dianship proceedings, is vetoed, be¬ 
cause its general provisions are covered 
in another bill already approved. 

The several vetoes were sustained by | 
the Senate.

Protact Farm Implainant*. 

Farm machines left out in the weather 
take injury, and the longer they are 
left out the more impossible it is to 
remedy such injuries. The wood parts 
of such machinery swell and shrink 
with every rain until they do not fit 
in their iroa fastenings and when next 
they are brought into use they soon 
become so loose in our dry climate that 
they must be repaired, and are never 
as good as they would have been if 
properly protected from the weather. 
Of course manufacturers laugh in their 
sleeves at our carelessness,which means 
money for them. 

Onr Venezuela Consular Agent Arreatsd. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad.—News has 
reached here that the United States 
I Consular agent at Barcelona, Vene¬ 
zuela, Ignacio H. Bale, has been 
arrested by Venesuelan officials and 
imprisoned without adequate cause. 
This is the second time he has been 
treated in this fashion within the last 
five months, and he will resign unless 
protected by the Washington Govern¬ 
ment. It appears that several sums 
of money have been forced from him 
by Venezuelan officials under threat of 
imprisonment. 

Population of India. 

Calcutta.—Complete census returns 
give the population of India as 294,- 
000,000, an Increase in the last decade 
of 7,000,000. Deducting the popula¬ 
tion of the Baluchistan, Shaustaks, 
Chin Hills and Skikhim territory, 
enumerated for the first time, a net in¬ 
crease is shown of only 1.4 percent, 
which is due to improved census meth¬ 
ods. Thus the population is station¬ 
ary. Owing to two famines, mortality 
from disease and a great decline in the 
birth rate, the native states show ex¬ 
cessive declines. These results were 
quite unexpected. 

Traotg ProSoeals Signed. 

Washington.—Protocols were signed 
at the State Department by Lord 
Pauucefote and Secretary Hay, extend¬ 
ing the time of ratifi cation of four of 
the British West Indian reciprocity 
treaties, namely, Jamaica, Bermuda, 
Guiana and Turks and Caicos islands. 
The extension is for one year. 

Construction of Cruiser*. 

Washington.—Secretary Long, upon 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Construction, has decided that only the 
six protected cruisers of the entire 
number of vessels authorized by the 
two preceding naval appropriation acts 
shall be sheathed and coppered. 
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Increase of Bee Colonies. 

It is always safe to increase your col¬ 
onies no faster than the bees are storing 
honey to support them, but we may 
increase mucli in advance of this, if 
we see proper to do so, and feed tbo 
required amount of stores to keep 
them. We usually can get what In¬ 
crease we want by natural swarming;, 
but we can artificially increase much 
ahead of natural swarming. The great¬ 
est increase depends upon queen rear¬ 
ing, and if we are successful in getting 
queens ready we can increase at a rapid 
rate. 

We should begin rearing queens in 
the spring ns early as possible, and 
start each colony from one frame nu¬ 
cleus, but we should not begin than 
drawing on the colonies until they era 
good aud strong, and most frames con¬ 
taining brood. When colonies than 
are strong, we can obtain an immense^ 
amount of brood from them, by insert¬ 
ing empty frames of comb in the Uroodi 
chamber, when the queen will fill them 
with eggs on short notice, and when 
thus tilled tuld them to the nuclei, and 
the result of attending strictly to the 
work we can attain more than double 
the number of bees otherwise. 

We can do this without weakening 
the parent stock, and thus get the ex¬ 
tra amount of brood over and above 
what the queen would have produced 
otherwise for want of room to do her 
best laying. Queen rearing must he 
kept aboad at all times, and there ie 
scarcely any limit to this, if we pro¬ 
ceed properly with the work. No 
trouble to at least make ton colonies 
from one, and have this one a good 
strong one at the end of the season. 

Strong colonies with exceptional 
queens will produce two frames of 
brood, while some will but one. For n 
easonable increase, swarming will give 
the best results and he self-supporting. 
—A. II. Duff in Farmer’s Voice.

One does not need to be a lawyer in 
-order to realize the force of Gen. Man

.isity of uniform divorce-laws. No two 
’ .States exactly agree in statutory treat¬ 
ment of the subject. Wliat is cause for 
divorce in one State is not cause in an 
other. The result Is that the legiti 
macy of children is called in question 
; .real estate titles are clouded and many 
'-other injustices and annoyance^ con 
, tlnually arise which could be wholly 
avoided by uniformity of divorce laws 
in all the States. Nor is there any se 
rious-obstacle in the way of attaining 
such uniformity. A joint convention 
of representative lawyers from the va¬ 
rious States would agree upon a de 
slrable statute and the various I.egls 
latures would undoubtedly enact the 
necessary legislation. Any Governor 
who should take the Initiative in the 
matter might depend upon meeting 
with a friendly response from his fe 
low executives. And even if there 
should be a few dissenters a large ma 
Jority of the States would reach an 
agreement which would greatly Im 
prove the situation. It* is unfortunate 
that there should be any necessity at 
, all for divorce. The severing of the 
marriage tie is perhaps the most seri¬ 
ous act with which the civil law con¬ 
cerns Itself. But if we are to have di¬ 
vorces—and there is small hope that we 
can abolish them—it Is at least advisa¬ 
ble that the laws governing them 
should be the same throughout the na¬ 
tion. It is the part of wisdom to mini¬ 
mize a bad business. The States should 
get together and reform the divorce 
laws. Perhaps if they were to do that 
they would see the advisability for uni¬ 
form legislation in many other matters 
respecting which there is a great and 
most undesirable divergence of sta- 
. tutes.

The presence of hundreds of young¬ 
sters of all ages wearing glasses in our 
public school should have admonished 
the school authorities long ago that 
present school methods o» practices are 
largely responsible for the impairment 
of the eyesight of children. In many in¬ 
stances it is noted that before a child 
has passed through the primary grades 
it is found necessary to embellish its 
face with a pair of spectacles. While 
the present tendency to cover with 
glusses the face of childhood may be 
partly ascribed to the modern Industry 
and persistence of ej'e specialists, it is 
nevertheless a fact that in the large 
percentage of cases there is positive im 
palrmeut of vision and the glasses are 
indispensable to study and to good 
health. There is no longer any disposi¬ 
tion to challenge the statement that 
visual defects have a positive and direct 
effect upon the nervous organization, 
interfering with digestion or heart ac¬ 
tion or causing headaches and mental 
depression. An investigation of the eye¬ 
sight, or visual acuity, of children in 
the public schools of one city, has re¬ 
sulted recently in some important dis¬ 
closures, among them being the fact 
that 32 per cent of the boys thus far ex¬ 
amined have less than two-thirds of 
the normal keenness of sight, while 37 
per cent of the girls fall below two- 
thirds of normal. It is also ascertained 
that the first three years of school life 
increase eye defects one-third. The 
marked Increase in the visual defects 
In the first three years of school life Is 
attributed to the greater concentration 
of the powers of vision in the effort to 
learn to read. In older persons, where a 
cursory glance at a few letteis In a line 
of reading reveals the meaning, the ef¬ 
fort to read Is not nttended with much 
eye strain, provided the type is of»*ood 
size. In children however, the eye must 
take In the form of every letter in every 
word. Increased eye defects in the 
lower grades are also due to the fact 
that the primary rooms are invariably 
the poorest lighted. When it is known 
that eye strain has a deleterious effect 
upon the general health, and that eye 
defects are uniformly accompanied by 
decline in mental power, amounting in 
many Instances to dullness, it is easy 
to justify every movement on the part 
of the board, no matter what the ex¬ 
pense. to remedy these defects and to 
remove as far as possible the causes of 
visual impairment among school ehil 
dren The rooms should be better light 
od and no text books should be allowed 
in the schools that are not printed in 
large type.

Ante That Fight Spiders. 

Few more wonderful adaptations are 
seen in the whole round of nature 
than the webs spiders spin to entrap 
the wary ant. They are not high hung, 
lacy affairs, caressing every breeze, but 
low set, silken tubes stretched In the 
grass, the crevices of rock or about 
tree roots. Ants of every size creep 
heedlessly into them. The spiders eat 
them with relish, but occasionally a 
very little spider and a very big ant 
engage in a duel to the death. If the 
spider can bite, the ant can sting, and 
does it with a right good will. The 
spider does not try to get rid of such an 
ant as lie does of a wasp or bee too 
strong to be safely attacked. Such an 
insect, which threatens destruction to 
the web. Is often cut cut of it by the 
web builders. The entangling cables 
are not loosed, but tbe web rays neatly 
snipped in two, first those underneath 
and at the very last the highest fila¬ 
ment Often the letting go of such a 
captive means destruction to half the 
nest. But some spiders are wiser than 
some people. They know not merely 
when they have enough, but when they 
have too much. •
